AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


XQVESTIONABLY one of the most Important de- 
cislons rendered in this country for many'years was 


that rendeied by the United States supreme court, a short 
time ago. in which is defined the power of congress In reg- 
ulating commerce between the States. 


The case at issue was whether or not a lottery company 


In one State, could be stopped from sending Its letters to 
another State, and receiving back from the Inhabitants 
of that State remittances in payment of the tickets. The 
supreme court by a majority of one, decided that such 
power was vested In congress and that it did have a con- 
stitutional right to bar transmission of such commerce. 


The constitution In defining the powers of congress 


•ays: 'It shall have power to regulate commerce." The 
opinion prevailed by a majority of one, the same as in the 
celebrated income tax decision some years ago. The only 
difference being that the odd member did not change his 
opinion over night. 


If the majority of the court Is correct la Its findings, 


then unquestionably congress has the power without the 
enactment of another particle of law, to compel every trust 
In the land to come to terms. The opinion is not based 
•upon the expediency or inexpediency of the thing attempefl 
to be done. The moral or immoral side of It is not con- 
sidered; Its legitimate or Illegitimate characteristics are 
not heeded, tbe whole decslon la simply based upon the 
one statement that congress has the power to regulate 
commerce. 


The dissenting judges held that the States are vested 


with all powers not speciflcaly conferred upon the United 
States in the federal constitution, and the contention Is 
that this power to say what shall go from one State to an-, 
other, has ne\er beeen delegated to the 
ITnied States. 


From the standpoint of controlling the trusts, the majority 
opinion might prove very valuable, but from the standpoint 
of limiting the rights of citizens of a State, the decision 
might prove a very dangerous precedent.
